P R E FA C E. 



Y Have not a better apology to offer for 
thy confidence in prefenting this enKght^ 
ened nation with tbefe volumes^ than that 
the accounts of Spain hitherto publijhed in 
the Engltp) language^ are in general ad^ 
judged to be nsery imperfeSl. This obfervation, 
which I had often heard repeated by many 
^Englijhmen of difiinguijhed knowledge^ has 
emboldened the to publijh my remarks upon 
that country. 



In the defcriptions that follow^ I hope 
it will appear that I have fpared no pains 
to carry my reader in fome meafure along 
^ith me I to make him fee what I faw, 
bear what I heardy feel what I felt^ and 
even think and fancy whatever I thought 

and 
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\znd fancied my/elf. Should this method 
prove agreeable, and procure the honour of 
afavourable reception to my work, IJhallowe 
it inp great part to my moji revered friet(d 
Dr. Samuel Johnfon, whofuggefted it to mei 
juji as I was fetting out on my firji journey 
to Spain. It was he that exhorted me to 
ijprite, daily $ and with all poffible.minutenefs: 
it was he that prointed out the topics which 
would mo/i inter eft artdmoji delight in afu^ 
ture publication. To his injundlions I hav^ 
ktpt Qs cloje as I was able,, and my only 
fear upon this occqfimi is^ thatfome want 
cf dexferity in the management of my nar- 
ratives may jufily have fubjeSted me to the 
charge of egoiifm, as I am convinced thai 
1 have pajfed too frequently front my fub^ 
jeSi to myfelf and made inyfelf muchtooof^ 
ten the hero of my omnjiory^ Vet this fear is 
not Jo predominant y as to exclude the hope 
that fuch an impropriety will be overlooked if 
Lhave but fucceeded in the main point, and 
effeBually aji/led the imagination cf ny 
reader to form an idea t oier ably ju/l of Spain, 
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hy exhibiting as well the face of the country^ 
as the manners of the inhabitants. This tt 
will appear that I have laboured pretty 
hard to attain i and as this is the chief end 
of a traveller's narrative, the 'real critick 
will not be difpleafed that it has been 
principally purfued, that fubordinate and 
incidental parts have been lefs diligently 
fonfideredf and that, where attention was 
mofi required, it has been mojl liberally ie^ 
flowed.

ManufiElurei ofStr^gesandTapeJify. Fathif

I Left Exeter this morning at eleven, 
after having % vifited two manofa^o^ 
ties, one of ferges, and the other of that 
fort of tapeftry, which in French is called 
Gobelins from the place where it is made 
at Paris. The ferges of Exeter arc, as 
I am told, chiefly exported into Catho- 
lic countries for the ufe of monks and 
nuns of various orders.

As to the Gobelih-^apellry, the art of 
making it in perfection w5fs introdwced in 
: England by a fanioUs ariti-^jefuit,, tfte f e- 
verend father Norbert, a French capu- 
chin-friar, whoin Benedia: XlV (a kind 
of anti-jefuit himfclf) permitted io go 
' and live in England, on condition he 
. Ihould play the miffionary |herej and 
[ convert the good people to his church. 
But, inftead of doing as he was bid^: atid 
as he had promifed, t;he honeil fellpw 
took dieiiberty of fccularifing himfelf. 
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aJTiirtied the hime of Moniieur t^ariiot, 
and turped direftor of a mittufadtory of 
that fort of tapeftry. Iii this undertak- 
ing he foand means of being ailiAed by a 
voluntary fubfoription of the Engliih no- 
bility afld gentry, Which amounted to 
more than ten thoufatid p6uhds, as t was 
told at that time. That fubfcriptlon the 
Moilfieur pock6tt6d fooh after his arrival 
in London. I went fcveral times from 
Londdft'toFulham to fee his looms, which 
^vould have procured him a pretty live- 
lihood if :h8 had been a man of fome 
economy. But .he liired at fuch a rate, 
indVas pofTefled of fo marty Virtues, ef- 
pecially thofe two (tardihal dtte'si vulgarly 
Called luft and vanity, that he cohtraAed 
taaAy debts itt a little ti6ad> turned banlc^

A man of war and a dock vi/ited. " : 

Plytnoutbftills Augs x9> i7(o« 

THIS ^morning 1. rambled about this 
fmall and irregular town, and vi- 
fited its two churches, called St, Andrew 
and St. Charles. The Englifh care but^ 
little for faints : yet they give taeir natnJos 
to churches, A little piece of incon- 
gruity, as I take it. . It proves how difr- 
ficult it is to get rid of ancient cuftotxw; 
I walked a while on the key of this 
harbour and along the fea-fhore, . where 
I faw nothing very reniarkable, excepting 
two bay-mules. One of them was lame*.

I muft tell ypu that inulcs in England are, 
far from being fo comnion as with us;

they call it here* It is about two miles 
diftant iVom the town. In my way there, 
and juft by" it, I fpy*d a man of war of 
lijjfty ,pr jfev^nty . gups, called the Not-, 
tingham. They wpre refitting it, l>emg 
jijft come from a long voyage. As I had 
never fpen the infide of a man of war, 1 
chofefo vifit it thoroughly with the af- 
fifta.nce of two failors, who explaihea 
to ,me; the ufe of every thing in it, an- 
fwsring my numerous and fbolifli quef-f. 
tiqns with a great deal of patience. What' 
is.tbig^ apd what is that, and what is 
the^ijie of that other thing ? Indeed the

L^pifure they winked at each other, and

But,. juU as it was over, arid I 
was taking my leave o? my friendly in-

After dinner t went in fearch of W 
engineer' for whom I had a letter^- inr 
which he^was defired by a friend in Loiw 
don to fhow me riie dock and any other 
thing curious abdut Plymouth- He iai 
a mofk geritleman^like iiian^ and pofftSed 
of much polite learning befides his ftill 
in his profeffion. 

He took me into the moft bidden' re^ 
cefles of . the x dock, and ibowed mi 
every thing* There I faw great heaps of 
cannon and mountains of cahnon^-balls^ 
impatiently waiting for an opportunity 
to aflift in thd propagation of the human 
fpecics: their I faw numberlefs fhiifts.of 
various fizes^ all modeftly lying do#n in k 
vaft clofe : there 1 faw a prodigious long 
roorn^ in which many men/runmng with

The ingenuity of the 
arphitfia (one Mr. Smeaton) was great,

To think of ; digging that rock, and 
thus give thei^rdifice ^ ,good foundation, 
was jatterly impof5We, asthe rock is near- 
as. hard as porphyry.

i>art of the next. No iknd was employed 
there but what was fetched fo faf as iht 
neighbourhood of R6i£fe« Vou know the 
nature of the PozzoianUf that hardens 
under water every day ttioire wh€n mixed 
Ivithlimei andinj[;orporates with the ftones 
in fuch a manner^ as to make one folid 
mafs with tbtm in a little time. 

This was certainly a noble undertake* 
ipg: and thus the dangerous rock is made 
ViUble to noAurnal navigatorisii as lights 
are ihown erery night On tli^e top of that 
ftrange edifice by twi:^ nien^ who live 
cbnftantly there, and fometirftes fee no 
body for whole months, efpecially in win-^ 
tcr. Thdfe men have provifions fcnt them 
from Plymouth when the weather will 
permit* But let them be ever io plenti-^ 
fully fuppUedi itilL they muft hufband 
them with great care for iear of a long 
tempeftuous winter, that leaves no room 
for ftnding them any thing.

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face of this globe I To be fliut up in a 
fm«ll apartment (a very fmall one) on the 
top of a tower fetenty foot high, aad fee 
nothing but water from its narrow win*- 
Giow8| and hear no other found but that 
fff the laging billows .inceflantly beating 
about them ! I am told that thofe billows 
are often fuch, as to approach thte very 
top of the Light-houie> and fprinkk its 
iMtfi-ow windows. The celebrated RouC- 
leau never 'heard of fuch a place, I fup^ 
pofe j or he would have begg'd the em- 
ploy of lamp-lighter there, he who hates 
fo touch all converfe with mankind. It 
is inapoffible to imagine a properer man- 
fion for a philofopher fo much out of hu- 
ftneur with this wicked world. 

After having walked a while in the 
circular walk of Moant-Edgecombe, and 
well cbnfidercd all the parts of that fuf- 
prifing profpcdt, I topk my leave of th^ 
engineef, who was going another way, 
and weiit back to the bdtrge with artothw 
gentleman who had dined with us. His

The ver3r 
dulleil ailiongfl: them, thiiikd himfelf 
equal to the tafk of proving, that the 
Italians^ becaufe jefs induftrious, muft of 
courfe be lefs happy than the Englifli m 
the Dutchf who are the modem patterns 
of induftry. But let us take notice, that 
in the didionary of traders and politici'- 
ans, riches and happinefs afe made per^ 
fedly fynonimous, though they are not 
flri£tly fo in the lexicon of philofophers ; 
and let us f efled above all, that it is im^ 
poilible to enrich the hundredth part 
of the inhabitants of any country, but 
through the hard and inceffant labour of 
the other ninety nine part$.

falmputh ftill> One o'clock In the afternoon, Aug. 23^ i7(o, 

MY trunk has been carried this mi-« 
nute on board; Ihayealready dined; 
J hay? paid four guineas for the permif- 
fion pf enabarking; and have no fur- 
ther bufinefs here but to wait for the fig- 
nal of departure* The, weather is per- 
feiftly fair, and the wind as favourable as 
one can wifh, finpc the ftreamer on the 
mail head points cxaftly to Lifbon. 

It was a moft lucky thing that I 
reached Falmouth laft nighty Had I 
' tarried four and twenty hours longer on 
the road, I fhould have been obliged to 
pafs a week or a fortnight here, waiting 
for another packet ; which had proved 
fomewhat vexatious, as this place affords 
|io other amufement to an unknown 
E 3 ft,ranger. 
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itrang?r, but that of walking about^ or 
looking on the fea. 

Laft night I fupped with fome gen- 
tlemen juft arrived from the place where 
I am going. They had a very bad paf* 
fage. Calms and ftorms alternately ; and 
were full four aftd forty days about it. If 
this was to be my cafe, it would heartily 
make ftie curfe my curiofity to fee Por- 
tugal and Spain. However let us liope 
for the beft. I have now advanced too 
fvtr to retreat, and will take my chance. 

So by and by I (hall be in England no 
niore! This is no pleafing confideration.

which they are ordered not to enter the 
Tagus without a Portuguefe pilot. The . 
fellow we got is a mulatto fo very like g. . 
monkey, that his dirty hat and tatter'd , 
cloaths could hardly make me think hitn 
a human being. He cam^ to us diredly 
and leapt on board from his boat ; arkd . 
as we went over the bar, to fhew hi^ 
fkill in conduding {hips> he made a thou- • 
Vol. i: ' I fand 
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faod ftraoge faces and cootprfions, bee* 
koning (with his lips pouting inftead of 
ufing words) to fome of our failors in his 
boat, to row this way and that way, that 
wc might follow with fafcty. 

Going thus up the river I viewed the 
fliore on the left hand of us. There are 
feveral fortifications fronfi place to placOp 
befides numberkfa buildings. Weftopiped 
a moment oppofite a tower built in the 
river, to hear wha:t a fellow there had to 
fay to us through a fpeaking trupipet. 
That tower is fortified and looks hand- 
fome at fome diilance. Havings anfwer'd 
with a loud voice fome few queflions 
afk'd from thence, and told what the 
fliip wi^s, we continued our way up and 
prefently f^w the royal village of Bellem, 
where I am told that the King has re- 
fided ever fince the earthquake. 

In the neighbourhood of a town lately 
deftroy'd I did not think I fliould fee fuch 
a vafl number of edifices as there are : 
but the Surgeon told me that the earth* 

quake 
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q\iikt Vented itfdf chiefly tipdh Lifbotli 
and caiuftd littl6 damage ttotti Etlltm 
ddWtt to the fea. ' It would have been a 
vaft addition to the calamity Lifbon has 
fliffer'd had fo many* buildings fceen 
deftroy'd, to jhe utter ruin of the many 
<houfands who live along that fhore. 
Thofe buildings, fome of which appeat 
to be of a noble conftruftion, are all 
white oh the dirtfide, with lattices and 
window-fhutters painted green, which 
have a fine effeft from the river. Many 
of the houfts have gardens and terraffes 
ornamented with vafes, ftatues, turrets, 
and obelilks ; and withal fo many trees 
round them, that the coup d" oeuit is ren- 
derM one of the grandeft and ihoft pidu- 
re/que. Nothing can equal it that evef 
I faw, except Genoa with its fuburbs. 

I imagine that all this proves rtioch 
lefs ftriking when view'd near and walk- 
ing along (hore, becaufe the fight cannot 
embrace fo many objects at once, as it 
does from a diftance, nor <lifcriminate 
la the 
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the ugly parts : but the >vhole furvcyed 
from the middle of the river looks like 
the worlf . of fome benevolent Necro- 
mancer. 

The Tagus is about two miles brpad 
at the mouth, but widens by degrees as 
you go up, and overagainft the town is 
nine or ten mile5 broad. Lifbon is about 
fifteen miles diftant from the mouth : 
but as it was quite dark when I reached 
it, I did not fee it. To-morrow my 
excufions will begin, and, I hope,.fur- 
nifh matter for feveral letters. 

Let me now caft my eyes round my 
new dwelling. I have four little rooms 
in a line on the ground floor; that is, 
almoft the whole houfe, which is one of 
the many that have been built fince the 
earthquake. For himfelf, wife, and chil- 
dren, my landlord Kelly has but two 
fmall rooms and a kitchen left. From 
one window he tells me that to-morrow 
I fliall fee the river full of fliips, and have 
other fine profpedls from the other win- 
dows. LET- 



LETTER XIX. 

Pretty Pollys marriage. Bull-jight at 
Campo Pequeno. Lujitanian Pick-poc-- 
kets. Dwarjijlo men and women. 

Lifbon, Aug. >5T, 1769. 

TO-day was Sunday :. and how do 
you think I have fpent the after- 
noon ? I will tell you by and by. Let 
me firft fay fomething of the morning. 

1 got up about nine ; and while I was 
bufying myfelf about fome lufcious 
grapes, behold Batifie alighting from a 
J&ne Spanifh horfe, and a moment after 
•his wife from a chaife drawn by two 
mules, and led by as fine a blackamoor 
as king Jarba in MetaJlaJio\ Dido. Ah ! 
How do you do my little Polly ? And 
abruptly kifs'd her in the face of the fun, 
|>erfe(aiy forgetting that I was in Portu- , 
gal, where women muft not be kifs'd in 
the face of the fun. But one is fo glad to 
fee. old friends! 

^ 1 3 It 
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It was in London where I firft ko0V 
this Polly, a pretty and modefl: girl. 
Batiilc left my fcrvice to follow her jo 
Portugal, where (he went to live with an 
old aunt who was to bequeath her all 
{he had, and that all was ho inconfider^ 
able fortune for a girl who had nothiag 
but a pretty face, and no inclination ito 
hire it. The fellow was madly in Itnre 
with her, and ihe had no averfion to hun i 
but the au^nt was fomewhat crofs; and 
would not have her marry juft turned of 
fifteen. The earthquake rendered Imn 
her hqfband fooner than he expeded> and 
in a manner fo peculiarly uncomrnoni^ 
that I cannot forbear to relate it ; nor do 
you tell me that it looks odd for a mafter 
to be the hiftoriai\ of his fervanti becaufe 
a good fervant in my opinion is a hero^ 
and full as valuable as any other h^n^an 
being. 

Batifte had iuft walked out of the town 
on the; morning when the earthquake 
happened. Seeing the hpuica ^tttmWe-on 
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«}1 fidi^i ii^tid of.ftopping\wberc he 
was» as fome' other Innamorato would 
probably have done» be ran preclpitouflj 
b^k to the town and towards the houfe 
wberehis miftrefs liv'd^ and bad the in- 
credible good luck of fpying.ber on.a 
Jii^p of ruia$ where (he had fallen in a 
iit while fte was endeavouring her efcape, 
Hiadhd tarried but a few moments longer^ 
fhe would liave periihed in the flames 
that broke out around her in a hundred 
plac^l* Without ftaying to examine whe- 
ther ihc were dead or alive, he threw her 
aver his £houlders«. and fortune befriend- 
ed him.fo compleatly that he carried^his 
burthen fafe out of the town^ though 
many buildings continued to fall about 
his ears^ and though fire furrounded him 
analliides. . 

The poor thing came to faerfelf as the/ 
came out of the danger. They both 
k>aked at the immenfe defokticn that 
wa$ kft behii>dr both fcream'd, and wept, 
»fld dill net k»ow what to do; The 
I 4 houfes

houfes ftill tumbled and the fire ftill 
broke oiii in every part, which made ' 
thcqi think thlt the poor aunt was buried 
in the ruins- They grew impatient to be 
far from fuch immenfe mifery, and im- 
mediately refolv'd to go back to 'Eng- 
land. Both had fome little money about 
them ; therefore, not well knowing what 
they were doing, they took theroidto 
Sp^n. At Badajoz, 'Ma,dridt and other 
places they met with fome' charitable re- 
Kef j but no great matter, it feems,^for 
fifteen months af^r the earthquake they 
reached London in a moft miferable 
plight. 

When they came to me there,' Polly 
had a girl in her arms about three moaths 
old ; j>ut ' they had married in France a. 
little before the birth of the child, as I 
was convinced by their certificates. Polly, 
Polly, (faid I, after having read them) 
and fo you are married ? What could I 
do? (anfwer'd fhe, blufbing up to her 
eyes.) Sir, vve were alone, and he /worQ

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fo mucb he would ' always be true ! Here • 
{he cried and kifled. her child ; and I 
kifs'd her that (he might not think mc' 
too fevere a ceiifurer. 

I thought it a dream when they firft- 
made their appearance, as the old aunt 
had long beforje writtfen word from Lif- 
bon to fome relation, that they had both 
perilhed in the earthquake. I told-them 
this, and they apprifcd her hy letter of 
the contrary. The poor old woman was 
tranfportcd with joy and th^nkfulnefe at 
tl^c unexpeded news, and infifted Cipcm 
their going back to her, acquainting 
them that fhe had been lucky enough to 
fove fomething out of her former for- 
tune, and they complied with hec ds? 
fire. But fjie did not enjoy them long, 
for ihe died foon after their arrival; leav- 
ing thepi about a hundred moidores, 
which was all that fhe had.. With. this 
little ftock Batifte turn'd out a Jack of 
a}! tradesj and Polly took kindly to her 
iiee^le. Thus I. found them every ^day

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more bapfyjr in ^ach other And in limr 
I^tle girl ; and as they are bpth induftri- 
OU& and laboriouSt I do iiot doubt but 
their circumilances will grow better and 
better. 

Now, faid I, what is the meaning of 
thftt chaife and that horfe ? 

Sir, iaid fiatifte, they are for you. 
You cannot go afoot about this town, 
.except you chufe to be loelted by the 
hea^ or killed by the fatigue of going up- 
hill and down-hilL You muft . have ar 
ehaiie during the time you^ftay here^ and 
.1 am to attend yovi on horfeback. , 

Well, faid I : you muft know better 
what I am to do in Lifbon ; and fo we 
will have the chaife and the horfe* 

After dinner I got into the chaife, at« 
tended as above, and the Negro trotted 
to a place called Campo Pequeno^ which is 
about four miles (perhaps five or fix) 
^froip the town, where I was tq fee what 
they call the buU-feaft or bull-hunting. 
gut before I attempt to dcfcribp it, I

At Campo Pequeno a wooden edifice 
has been erefted for the only purpoft of 
exhibiting tbcfc barbarous entertain^ 
Trients, The edifice is an-o<9:agonal'am-^ 
phi theatre confifting of two rows of 
boxes, one row o\rcr the other; ismd the 
diameter of its area is, as I take it, about 
two hundred cckumon fteps. 

Nbne of . the boxes has the Icaft deco^ 
ration, except thofe of the royal family 
"tvhich are bung with filken fluff. The 
row above is for the better fort, and that 
of the ground-ftoof for the populace, 
who are Tikewife admitted into the area, 
though their danger is not fmaU of being 

gorc4 
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gored or trampled be the bulls, whojfe 
marches and evolutions I take to be quite 
as rapid as thofe of the Pruffian troops. 

In the box where I took my feat there 
were but three people befides myfelf, 
though the box could coqtain ten or 
twelve. Two of the three had th^ ap- 
pearance of gentlemen ; the other was a 
Dominican friar as lean as a lizzard. 

Before the entertainment began I at- 
tempted fome converfe with them ; but 
f vcA the humble Religiozo feem'd to lool( 
upon me with difdain and contempt. 
They all anfwered my firft words with fo 
churjifh an air, that I gave over prefently, 
and like them kept filent the whole time. 

How I came to difguO: them thus at 
©nee, I cannot guefs : but by their fre- 
quent and aiFeSed glances upon my coat, 
which I held up at laft to the Friar, not 
without fome refentment, that he might 
infpea it nearer, I fufpeded that they 
conceived a very low opinion of me for 
not being dreflcd in filk like other gentle-:

TH IS morning I made a viiit to 
one of thofc many religious houfcs 
that aire maintained in feverai parts of 
this kingdom at the jfcing's expence, \It 
IS €211*4 the Englijh Nunnery^ becaufe no 
gnV 18 adn^itted in it but what is born a 
iubjc^ of England. Any fuch girl, cither 
left dkftitute in this country by parent? 
unfwrpef&ful in trade, or wiljijjg to come 
from the Britifh Iflcs to devote hprfelf in: 
this country to chaftity a;id confinement, 
may make fure of a liv^lihop^ .in thajt 
Nunnery; and the veil once taken, (be 
needs not to fear 'the approaches of rfeal 
want as long as her foul and body will 
keep each other company.

Tlie number of the nuns there amounts 
to little moM than twenty^ an4 it is the 
chiel* anxiety of this little community 
t^ kee^ the number fulU that the Gt>^ 
veramcnt may no^ in- cafe of too- many 
vacancies, take upon itfelf to fill them 
with Portuguefe maidens^ which the 
Bngliih women apprehend would create 
feparafe interefls; and caufe fucB feud^s 
and parties amongflr thcftfi*, as^ tRey have 
hitherto been ftrangers^ to ever finee the. 
firftfbtmdation* 

Animated by this rare ^eck^ of teiv , 
tour, the poor things fet! ihefr braioSs 
upon the utmpft ftretch whenever death 
deprives their conimunity of a membci^ 
ifitid all efforts are unanimou^y made td- 
Wards the raifing of a r&cruit. With 
this diftant vie^*-, you caiinot cGncdivte 
how prettily they flatter all their vifitoM^ 
cfpecially thofe'of their own fckt They 
keep befides a large epiftolary correfpon- 
dtnce with their friends and acq^iaintance 
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in England and Iniand^ by wliirh'^mfiahfl 
they have pot failed as yet to obtain: A« ' 
defircd fupply.. - ^ *. 

Whoever can fpeak Eng1i(h, no riiatter ' 
whether Catholic or Proteftant, ha^s a' 
kind of right to vifit them at any time 
of the day ;' and all their vifitors are ufed' 
by then! with fuch an endearing kind- 
nefs, that their parlatory is in a manner * 
never empty from morning till nights 
The poor things are liberal to every' body 
of chocolate, cakes, and fweet-meats, 
and will take much pains with their 
needles or otherwife to enlarge the num- 
ber of thofe vifitors> and allure them to 
frequent calls. 

Nuns in all countries are foft and 
obliging fpeakers ; but thefe are certain- 
ly the fofteft and moft obhging that ever 
fell in my way. Never was I told*^in a 
year fo many pretty and tender words as 
this morning in half an hour. On my 
apprifiug them of my country, they ex- 
patiated onthe immenfe goodnefs of Car-' 
Vol. !• O dinal 
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dinal AcdaloU and the gentlemen of his 
cpurt^ who did them the, honour of fee- 
ing them often. No nation, in their 
opinion, is fo good afe the Italian, none 
fo witty, and none fo wife. In fliort, 
not a fyllable iffiied out at their lips but 
what was diftated by modefty and meek- 
neis, humility and benevolence; and I 
-will pofitively fee them as often as I can 
while I ftay here, becaufe it is impoflible 
not to be pleafed with their converfe, 
though one is perfedly confcious that 
they make it a ftudy to treat every body 
with this gentlenefs of language and# 
blandiftiment of manners. They certain- 
ly give you no reafon for harbouring the 
left fufpicion to iheir difadvantage, and 
their virtue is to all appearance without 
the leaft alloy : but were they in reality 
quite different from what they appear 
(which I ani thoroughly perfuaded is not 
the cafe), ftill the ftrong appearance of 
their innocence and goodnefs is irrefiftiWy 
attrafting, and the holy fimpHcity of 

thdr 
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their behaviour can never fail of rttaklrtg 
a friend of every man whb is onc6 intro- 
duced to their acquaintance, though evei* 
fo much aware of their fliattery. 

The King, as I faid, allows them 
fuch a fum as enables them to find theixt* 
felves in viduals, linen, and raiment* 
Thus they are freed from the anxiety of , 
procuring the chief necefTaries of life. 
Yet life, even by rcclufe women, cannot^ 
be paffed very cornfortably with mere 
neceflaries, and fome addition is wanting ^ 
to keep it from ftagnating. Thofe mi- 
nute fuperfluities, which the French call 
douceurs^ fo indifpenfibly required to ren- 
der exiftence fupportable, are left intire^ 
ly to their induftry ; and thefe they pro- 
Cure partly by work and partly by mak-* 
ing trifling prefents, which are often re- 
turned with liberality. Thefe are the two 
means by which they furiiilh themfelvefl 
with thai chocolate fo plentifully diftri- 
buted at their parlatory to their inceflant 
vifitors, and with thofe other pretty things 
O 2 that 
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tliat alleviate the natural hardnefs of 
their condition. Some of them have 
fmall penfions paid them by. their rela- 
tions and friends, and whatever is got by- 
one, is kindly fhared by the whole fifter- 
hood. 

As the reputation of this little com- 
munity was never fullied in the leaft 
ever fince their eftablifliment (and' I anv 
told that this is not quite the cafe with- 
the Portuguefe nunneries) is itnotafto- 
nifliing that no Portuguefe parent ever 
thinks of fending his daughter amongfl 
them as a boarder and by way of giving 
her a true maidenly education ? A daugh- 
ter thus placed would amongft other ad- 
vantages have that of learning a foreign., 
language very well worth learning ; and 
nothing contributes fo much to enlarge 
the fphere of our ideas, and to render a 
young woman amiable, as- the knowledge 
of languages. Yet, few are the Portu- 
guefe, as I am told, who care for fuch 
an ornament in their daughters, or even 
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in tfeemfelves, ciccepting thofc of the 
higheft quality ; and they have befides a 
particular antipathy to the language of 
England, as the notion prevails amongft 
tlicm, that there is no book in tHat lan- 
guage but what is againft religion ; nor 
does their inqui£tion allow of the impor- 
tation of any for fear of hcrefy : and it 
was not without eonteft and bribery that 
.1 favcd the few in my trunk from confif- 
^^ation at the cuftofn-houfc. 

The yifiting of the Englijh Nunnery 
has brought a fchcme into my mind 
which I ih^ll cheri fir long, and put in 
execution a^ foDn as 1 can. Left me but be 
rich enougbj and I will have four Nun- 
neries in Turi^f^'dLndi endow them with a 
jcyenue equal to the maintenance of 
twenty nuns in each. One of them ihall 
be filled with Florentine women, one of 
French, one of Spanish* and one of 
Englifli. 

I will take it for granted that when 

Xi^y Nunneries are erected, endowed, and 

OZ ' ' filled 
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filled with proper inhabitants, my coun-^ 
trymen will have fenfe enough to f(pnd 
their little girls to them for education ; 
^nd by 4 refidence of about two years in 
each Nunnery, all the girls in Piedmont 
yriW be able to fpeak four languages, he»- 
iides their own ; which will certainly 
fender them upon the whole the.moft 
lovely fet of maidens in Europe. 

But as I am not for turning pretty girls 
into nuns, I intend to make it the funda^- 
jnental law of my Nunneries, that none 
of the nuns fhall be young and handfomc. 
It will probably not prove very difficult 
to procure, out of each refpedlive country 
one jfcore of elderly maids or widows to 
£11 them at firft, and to keepfueceffively 
the number quite complete ; nor do I in- 
tend to fubjedt them to the auftere rule 
of keeping always within doors. They 
•fhall have a number of holidays to walk 
or ride out with their pupils, and be al- 
lowed all forts of diverfions becoming a 
fet of exemplary matrons, 

This 
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This fchcmc I am confident you will 
think quite patriotick, and well worth 
taking place any where. But fetting it 
afide until a proper time, let me tell 
you a ftory of Lady HUl (the prefent Ab- 
bcfs of the Engiijh Nunnery) which really 
deferves to be faved from oblivion. 

This Lady took the veil there, becaufe, 
like th^e reft of her fifterhood, (as I fup- 
pdfe) her circumftances did not permit 
a more agreeable choice : but foon after 
having made profeflion, a good eftate in 
It-eland was vacated by a relation that 
died inteftate, and 'of courfe devolved 
upon her by right of confanguiniry. 
* Td get the eftate without going to 
If eland \itt(t\i was thought difficult and 
fubjedt to much delay. Her Abbefs 
therefore reprefented her cafe to thfe Pa- 
triarch, who alone could difpenfe with 
her vow of conftant confinement ; and 
the Patriarch (not a rigid bigot it fcems) 
upon a fi.'mple promife of returh gave her 
leave to fecularize her drefs and depart- 
4 She 
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She did fo; arrived in Ireland', produced 
her title; took pofieffion, and found 
herfelf at onte in a. condition to live in 
eaie and even fplendour in her native 
country, ' 

The temptation of itaying whefe one 
is, you will allow to be nearly irrefiftablc 
in fqch a cafe, efpecially when you are 
additiortally told, that {he was not yet 
three and twenty, and handfome eriough. 
However, if (he was tempted, fhe wa$ 
tempted in vain, for fhe fold the eftate as 
fpeedily as fhe could, and, faithful to her 
vow and propiife, haft.en'dback to tho 
Nunnery with the money, which (he 
laid out \n fuchamanncras to cQutrihtite 
much %o. the eafe and convenieace of hec 
beloved coriimunity, 

This was done by a woman 1 This fu-? 
periority to worldly pleafure, and this 
fidelity to an onerous engagement, was 
found in a female breaft I Would any 
friar in fimilar qircumftances have be-* 
hav^d fp nobly, and have returned to hi« 

lefs 
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kfsheaVy fetters after fa lucky an eicape? 
This qudlioci I will not anfwer for tire 
honour of my own fex, I will only con- 
clude the ftory of Lody H^I, with telling 
you that her companions, ftruck with 
admkation a« well as gratitude, chofe her 
iram«diatcly for their fuperior, and nevtt 
after ceafcd to pay her the veneration fo 
undoubtedly due td her unfhaken virtue*

Itdlian Capuchins. Oddfijhes. 

" ' Lilban,'8c^t. 9,1760. 

I Need not tell you : that the crown of 
Portugal is poiTefs'd of fcveral iiltra- 
tri^rine countries, the inhabitants of 
which are far from being all chriftians 5 
and that all pofGble endeavours have been 
. ufed 'for thefe two or three laft centuries, 
to bring *them all within the pale of the 
church, "partly by moft deteftable afts of 
violence, ashiftorians tells us, and partly 
■ . by 
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by the more lawfu} mesms of fending 
friars amongft them to preach them out 
of their ignorance and errors. 

Amongft thofe friars^ the capuchins 
have long enjoy'd the reputation of being 
the mofl zealous and mofl fuccefsful cou- 
-Tcrters. But as their order was never 
efta^hliihed in this kingdom, the predecef- 
ffirs of his prefent Majefty thought fit to 
procure a number of them from thofe 
countries where they are cftabliflied, and 
cfpecially from France and Italy, where 
indeed there are enough to fpare, 

I fuppofe it was no very difficult matter 
for, the firft King of Portugal who thought 
of this fcheme, to put it in execution, and 
to obtain from the Pope and their General 
the permiflion of importing as many ca- 
puchins here as ^ere wanting. The de- 
fign once formed, numbers of them came 
over in an uninterrupted fucceflion ; and 
as it was neceffary for them all to learn 
this language before they were wafted 
over to their refpeitive miffions, they 

were 
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were for a time, on their arrival here, 
;icatter'd about the convents of the Fran^ 
cifcans, virho are in reality little lefs than 
capuchins themfelves, as the difference 
Sn their refpecftive inftitutions chiefly 
confifts in wearing a beard or no beard* 

However, to lodge the Capuchins v^rith 
people who fhaved their chins, and fome- 
wh« jealous of their fuperior reputation 
for fanftity, was found productive of fe- 
vcral inc'onvenlencics. Therefore the late 
Kiiig came to the refolution of building 
two new tonvents in this capital, one for 
the French and the other for the Italian 
Capuchins, that each of the two bodies 
might live quite according to its own 
peculiar rules, depend on its own imme- 
diate fuperiors, and be by them directed 
to the acquifi^ibn of thofe means that 
. would fit each friar for his fppedy and 
diftant peregrination • 

On liearing of thefe two convents and 
their inhabitants I was prefently kindled 
by the dcfirc of feeing a number of my 

country- 
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countrymen coUcftcd together in one of 
-them; and to.fatisfy that defirc I fent 
sBatiJie yefterday to the Father Guardian 
•of the Italians to beg of him, if it was 
not inconfiftent with their pra<9ices, as I 
fuppofcd it was not, to give me a dinner 
•any day he pleaf^d at their common table, 
together with the permi^lion of fpeiiding 
a whole afternoon iii the cofnp&ny of his 
community. 

My requeft was immediately granted, 
and the good Guardian pitch'd upon to- 
day, that I might be the fooncr gratify'd, 
A<!cordingly this morning at ttn o'clock, 
I went thither with the box of my chaife 
pretty well furniflied with French bot- 
ties, as by way of return to their civility 
I thought of forcing them for once to 
fome extraordinary jollity by means of 
fuch liquors as I know they tafte but 
feldom. 

The Guardian I found ready to receive 
me at the gate* He welcom'd me with 
infinite goodnefs, and feein'd perfeSly 

pleafed 



,|>Ieafed with fo flattering a vifit, as he 
termed it. In a moment I had the whole 
brotherhood about mc, which confiiftsof 
about fifteen or fixteeny all middle-aged^; 
all healthy, and all very ehearfuL I m«fV 
own that I was quite delighted to fhakc 
£d many Italian hands^ and to hear my 
native language uttered at once by £o 
many mouths. They took me direftly U> 
the church, where a Pater and ^ve wa& 
foon faid > then we vifited the convent 
quite through, from the kitchca up t<r 
the library. 

The convent ftands upon an ei^inence, 
on that end of the town which is furtheik 
from the fea,^ and commands a profpedt ' 
not much inferior to that of the Domi-- 
nicans of Almada on the oppofite fide ol"" 
the' river. 

The habitations of the capuchins ia 
Italy arc in general narrow, poor, and un-r. 
adorned : but this is quite otherwife, a^ 
the King who eredied it fpared jio-.cx-r 
pence, to render it accept^bJkito the Aran" 
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, gets he invited over* Their church IS a 
noble one, and richly ornamented, theif 
dormitories and refed:ory afc fpacious and 
high roofed, and their cells might as well 
be called very good rooms. Thecieling 
of thjeir library does not want ftuccos, 
nor their (helves carvings ; and the moft 
precious BraJil^vfooAs have been lavished 
in it as well as all about the convent. 

As to the books in that library, there 
]$ not as yet the tenth part of what it 
might contain i and you may eafily ima- 
gine that the greateft part of them are 
fuch, as can never pretend to the honour 
of admittance amongft thofe of the witty 
philofophers of the age. Some Latin Fa- 
thers fimply bound make the firft figure 
in the place : then many School-divines 
and Cafuifts, with a confiderable number 
of Afceticks, and feveral colledions of 
Italian and Portuguefe fermons. Amongft 
which Segueri and Vieyra hold the firft 
ranrk. A fmall (helf is filled up with ma- 
nufcripts, chiefly catechifms and prayers 
4 in 
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in, feveral Indian and African languages, 
with feme imperfcdl Grammars and Dic- 
tionaries, or rather Nomenclators of thofe 
fame languages, compiled by former 
miflionaries, and depofited there for their 
fucceffors to initiate themfelves in them 
before they fet out for thofe remote 
countries to which they are to go after a 
refidence in Portugal of a few months. 

Having fpent full two hours in that 
library, the bell called us to the refeftbry. 
As we entered it, the friars placed them- 
felves in two rows, one facing the other, 
and recited a long Latin grace with a fo- 
norous tone of voice, thofe of one row an- 
Twering alternately to thofe of the other 
with an edifying folemnity of devotion. 

We now fat to a table that runs along 
the upper part of the place, and is made 
in the form of a greek n. . They placed 
me into the place of honour; that is, the 
middle point, the Guardian on my right, 
the Vicar on the left, and the reft on each 
fide, except the youngeft of them all, 

who 
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i»ho mounted a fmall pulpit and b^gan id 
read a Latin Gompliment compofed that 
very morning in commendation of fame 
body i^refcnt. That compliment I was 
obliged to fwallow up to the laft fyllable, 
ia fpight of .my fbvcral attempts to inter- 
rupt the perufal, and repeated intreaties 
that they would not make fo prodigious a 
ftrangcr of their own countryman. It 
was that arrant rogue Batifte who fur-^ 
niflied the orator with his theme, - as I 
immediately guefs'd ; and he was liften-* 
ingall the while at the door, heartily 
laugbing at the difcompofure andconfu- 
fion of his old mafter; for which,! gave 
'*him a good box on the ear while he was 
felicitating himfelf with old Kelly for his, 
pretty contrivance on our return home. 

Silence being difpenfed by the Guar^ 
iian out of favour to me, we all fell to 
our victuals with a brifk^ appetite ; and 
though I had been very explicit in my 
meffage of yefterday about the treatment 
i expcded, yet Father, Cook thought 
6 proper 
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iproper for once to depart from his daily 
method, and gave us as many Italian and 
Portuguefe ragoos as he could poffibly ma- 
aiufafture. We were elevated to high 
mirth during the whole dinner. Jokes 
w^re crack'd by dozens, no matter whe- 
ther witty or dull, and the bottles went 
Jround and round with as much brilknefs 
as if the Guardian and Ficar had beeq in 
Afia, They forced even a fong out of 
m^e in a language of which none of them 
knew a fingle word. The .banquet lafted 
an Jiour longer than it would have done if 
1 had not been there, and ended with 
another Latin grace. 

This great bufinefs being over, they 
took me to the garden, the circumference 
of which is near half a mile, perfectly 
well kept, and full of the choiceft fruits. 
It lies on a doping ground, .and on the 
highcft fide of it there is a pretty Jarge 
pond inhabited by a fort of iHhcs not to 
be found in any other place, as rthey be- 
lieve; The ci5catures, as far. as Lcoq W fee.

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are about two fpans long, and half as large^ 
with a prominent bunch upon their backsr^ 
and not good to eat like other fiflics. But 
what will furprize you to hear, they are 
of a nature fo gay, that they prove quite 
aftonifliing. jP^^/,^^£'j, Cried the Guar- 
dian, c6me fd your dinner^ corner come. 
The fiflies ftarted up, fprang and tumbled 
about the water, feized the many pieces 
of bread that he threw to them, and then 
retired oat of fight.

We then pi ay 'd at bowls under the 
grape-bowers, and. above all, chatted 
inceffantly.

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Cantos of the Jerufalem delivered in the 
Genoefe dialeft which one of the Fathers 
tead to the company. This, he faid, 
was a juvenile compofition of his; andl 
thought it excellent in its kind. They arc 
all fubjedts of the republic of Genoa^ 
and haVe beeri fucccffivcly fo fof iftany 
years, as a medley of them, formed at 
iirft out of the feveral Italian ftates, was 
judged inconvenient foon after their in- 
troduiftion in Portugal. 

Towards evening I took my leave with 
i million of thanks for their kindnefs and 
good treatment; went tb the CofFee-houfe, 
as ufual 5 then came home and fcribbled 
thus far : and now I have nothing fur- 
ther to tell, but that to-morrow I will 
begin a journey to Mafray Cintra, and 
fome other places.

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The deplorable account of thefe two 
jdays h^rdfhips and torments is now con- 
y eyed to you by means pf this letter from 
a room on the ground^floor of a houfe 
half ruined, that goes in this country un- 
der the appellation of an inn, and would 
be thought in any other a rendezvous for 
witches. 

The furniture of lhi« room confifh of 
three things,. An ill hewn bit of a fir- 
plank, whiph by means of three crooked 
flicks has obtained the name of ftool ; 
a tottering old table as fmooth as a rafp ^ 
and a piece pf cparfe aijd dirty canvais 
ilretch'd wicje ppon the dufty floor made 
of broken bricks : and this is the bcft 
bed that thi$ inn could afford. Ye un- 
fortunate bones that crac;k'4 fo inany 
times laft night upon the ftony cpuch at 
Mafral how fliall I fave ypu from 
breaking by and by when extended upon 
thefe uneven bricks, where I muft lay 
myfelf for wearinefs ! 

P 3 But 
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But let me begin the fad chronicle 
from yeftcrday morning and bring it or- 
derly down to this woeful evening : and 
while I take a pinch of fnufF to quicken 
my narration, take yourfclves a cordial 
that your hearts may not fail you while 
you read it, 

Yefterday morning therefore, a little 
before feven, I got into my chai/c, at- 
tended by old Kelly on horfcback, and 
fat out for Majra : but my brown mules 
^ent along with fo fenatorial a pace, that 
it was paft twelve when we reached a vil- 
lage called Cabeza^ about twelve miles 
diftant from Lijbqn. 

At the inn of Cabeza we flopped 
with a mind to get a dinner, if there 
was any to be got. A fmiling little fel- 
low fhowed me to a room, which would 
be a tolerable lodging for a Gipfey or 
a Jew, was it not that it admits too 
much light through the chinks of the 
fielin^ or roof, and that the floor is 
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not n«ar fb well paved as the great . 
road.' • . ' • 

It presently occurr'd that the fmiling 
little fellow had miftaken Xi?//)/ and mc 
for the mules, and the mules. for us \ 
therfeforc I ftepp'd to fee how they were 
accommodated ^ and indeed 1 found that 
they- had b^en received in an apartment 
much larger grtj! cleaner than oura : how-, 
ever I did not think proper to change 
plaJres, becaufe, if our room had a per- 
forated roof, theirs had no roof, at alL 

We fliould have had neither dinner 
that could be eaten, nor wine that, cpuld: 
be drank, i9 Kelly had not defired his wife 
at all events to put fomething better than 
ftraw in the box of the chaife ; and the 
good woman had dropp'd into it a pigeon^ 
pyey a roafted turkey, and a Barbary-. 
tongue, together with half a dozen bot- 
tles of the beft wine. By means of fuch 
provender we baffled the defign of the 
Cabeza hoft, vvho wanted to poifon us 
with ftinking lard and with a fowl that 
P 4 my 
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nty negro found quite as tender d&- the 
tail of an old alligator. The fmiling 
rogue! Beware of fellows that fmilefbr 
ever ! 

At night we reached MafrCy about 
eight miles diftant frdm Cabetca. The 
whole couinlry from Ltjbbn to MafrcL 
(tcry few fpots excepted) may very weU 
difpute the praife of ilerility with any de- 
fart in Nubia. 

The fuppcr that was offered us there, 
was not a bit inferior to the dinner at 
Caheza. ' Hut our turkey 'had yet loft no. 
itaore than a wing and a leg, and of the^ 
pigeon-pye two good thirds were flill id ' 
ftore. 

But when the hour came to go to bed, 
what eloquence could ever exprefs the 
niifery I was to undergo ! I was led into 
tt room, whofe cieling was open froa^ 
ipace to Ipace. In that room there was a 
bed which, though not quite fo wide as 
America^ had Hill feveral wild nations 

feat-. 



icattered all about^ all painted blacky 
and all as nimble as any Indians. 

I will leave it for you to guefs whether 
I could fliut my eyes a moment during 
the whole night amidft fo many enemies I 
Lucid Aurora,! I humbly thank thee for 
thy early coming to call me out of that 
bed. Whatever flefti and btood I have 
(till left, i will henceforwards acknow- 
ledge as thy gift ; and thy gift like wife 
was that appetite which permitted me 
to eat half a melon for my breakfaflr. 

After breakfaft I paid my vifit to the 
Jloyal Convent, the defcription of which' 
you {hall have to-morfow, if ever 1 get 
up alive from this piece of canvas, on 
which I am goin^ lay liiyfelf through 
. piere impoffibility of keeping my body 
jn a fitting pofture. 
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LETTER XXVIH. 

Promontorium Luna. Holes, and Holes, 
and Holes again. An odd evening walk. 
ji chearful dinner. Coins dropped to a 
Mary Magdalen for a very good reafon. 

Cintra, Sept. i*,i76o, 

I Have ha4 , the good look to fecure 
fuch a bed far to-night, and pafled 
the day befides with fo perfedj; a fatigfac- ^ 
tion, that the dirty canvas and uneven 
bricks are already forgot Jen,. And fo goes 
this fickle .world ! A perpetual fhifting' 
fjrom.good to evil, and from evil to good. 
And now the natural order of thi{igs 
fccm^ to require a defcription of ^ the 
Royal Convent : but what X have feea 
to-day prefles a great deal more upon my 
fancy, .and my impatience of imparting 
to you a fliare of the pleafure I have re- 
ceived myfelf to-day, makes me invert 
the laws of narration without any great 
hefitation* 

This 
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This morning early I quitted this place 
along with my trufty Kelly. Leaving the 
mules and the horfe at the inn, each of 
us got a aftride upon a jack-afs ; and fo 
we went Up a high and fteep mountaia 
to fee a convent of yeronimites which is 
on the fum^mit of it. 

That convent could formerly contain 
near a dozen of inhabitants j yet at pre* 
fent there are but four or five^ becaufi: 
a part of it has been demoliflied by the 
earthquake. What is left d it confifts 
of five or fix rooms flipported by a por- 
tico that enclofes a court-yard. This 
yard is paved chequer-wife with white 
and blue tiles of earthen ware, and fo 
difpofed as to colled all the rain-water 
into a ciftern under it. The walls of the 
portico are likewife incrufted with fuch 
parti-colour'd tiles. 

From the windows an extenfive prof- 

ped is commanded, as that fummit is 

near a mile higher than the level of the 

fea. The eye runs freely over an immenie

traft of countt-y, tpo much of it quite 
barren f 

The middle parts of the hill feem 
compofed of numbcrlefs broken rocks, 
fomc ^ big a$ houfes. Yet between rock: 
and Jock the fathers havd cultivated fe- 
deral fmall bits of ground^ which fur- 
niih their little community ^ith more 
pulic and herbage than they want. I| 
is pity that no fruit-tree will grow there, 
becaufe of thp iharp air and chilling 
mifts,: fo that wljateyer fruit they havC| 
is fetched every day from C intra with 
their other prqvifion5, and carried qp to 
them upon afles of their own. B\i\ be* 
fides herbs, and pulfe they cultivate 
Turkey*corn, with which they makes 
favory cakes for themfelves and vifitorsj^ 
and. feed poultry with the overplus. 

To the fummit of that nK)untain there 
is np.acccfsbut by the path we went* 
JEvcry other fide confifts of cliffs upoa 
cliiFs, inacceflible even to goats* 

As 
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As tlie church and the coftvcnt werer 
eriginally built in a moft folid matinerr 
tlic earthquake had not ftrength enough 
to demolifh them entirely, though it wasf 
felt as violent there as in a«y other part 
©f Portugal : not did any of the friars 
perifh, tboiigb ^ whole mountain WM 
IwirribJy fhafeen;- The church ftands on 
the very fpot that was fonnerly occupied 
by a Roman temple dedicated to the 
Moon, which had given the name df 
Promontorium Luna to the bill. Thid^ 
icrap of erudition I got from orte of the 
friars. 

We ftay'd there about two hours^ theff 
came down afoot, ourjack-afies drivers 
before us by the Negro. Abom mid- 
mountain I hired a guide to fliew us. the 
way to another, hill near two leagues 
from this. The fellow took us abou?t^nd 
about through a patblefs co'untry, partly 
covered with loofe pieces of rocks, part'- 
ly heathy, and partly fandy* Yet froat 
'fpace to fpace we met with numbers of 

, fir 
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Hr and cork-trees, with fome fmall oaks 
^d a few other plants, that contribute 
to render feveral parts of it romantically 
beautiful. 

The place we were going to, ftands on 
the fummit of another mountain no lefs 
high than the fuppofed Frommtprium 
LuTue^ called by the Portuguefe Cabo de 
Roca, and by the Englifh the Rock of 
Jaifion. I hope you have not forgot that 
Rock, and the pleafure it gave me when 
I faw it for the firft time. It was the 
Cork^Canvent on its lummit I wanted to 
vifit, and we reached it with fome d'li^ 
ficulty, as we went to it by a crofs-road 
extremely rugged and fteep, and over 
feveral precipices that, demanded much 
attention both from us and from our 
- affes. 

The Cori-Convenf is properly a her- 
mitage I and you have but one path to 
it under a kind of arch irregularly cut 
thrqugh a piece of rock by the hand of 
nature. That arch is about two hundred 

Heps 
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fteps below the hermitage^ and all other 
parts near that fummit are perftQij 
pathlefs and not to be damber'd. 

Near that arch wfe left our afles in the 
cuftody of our guide, and afcended the 
reft of the mountain a-foot. And here, 
ye Mufcs nine, I invoke your affiftance ! 
Help me to an adequate defcription of 
the oddeft, wildeft, moft romantic, and 
moft pleafing place that ever I was in ! 

The hermits had difcover'd us from 
a-far ; therefore we found them ready to 
receive us. We bow'd, (hook hands, and 
f<?em*d as pleafed as if we had long been 
moft intimate friends. The Father Su- 
perior afkcd us whether we had dined, 
and being anfwered in the negative, dif- 
patched one of his Friars to make fomc- 

, thing ready as faft as poflible. He then 
took us to fee the place, which begins 

. with a flat irregular area about forty 
yards fquare. 

The area is fronted by a huge rock va- 
rioufly perforated ; and its various per- 

fora- 



forationSt caverns, or hoie$ from ikd 
hermitage. The church of it is a hole| 
the facrifty a hole i the con£effioo*room 
ia hole ; the kitchen a hole ; the dormi^ 
tory a hole ; the refciStory a hole ; every 
cell a hole ; and the doors and wiiidi>w« 
of iill thefe holes are flill nothing dfe ' 
but fo many other holes. But fo narrow ' 
are thdfe which form the doors of the ' 
cells, that fhould a man grow hydropic 
while in one of them, he never would ^ 
he able to come out of it j and the ccHs - 
themfelves are fo filiall, that ito tall friar ' 
when in his bed has room enough to ex- 
tend his legs. Yet in them they lie at 
night upon ftraw-bags, after having taken 
the precaution to (hut what they call their 
doors and windows with fmall planks. . 

Not one hole in the whole place de- 
ferves the epifhet of fpacious. The larg* 
eft is that which they tcrni t^e Kitchm.' 
A French cook would be angry at the 
proftitution of fo noble a word, but the ' 

friars are nbt fo fcrupulous. The fmokc •: 
6 of 
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of ^at kitchen is carried out by « ^eylin- 
drical jpcrforation over the fire-place. 

Datne Nature indeed was in a merry 
mood whfin (he took it: into her fancy to 
form £0 whimfical a place. Yoii cannot 
conceive what little help flie received 
from art to fit it for its prefent iphabi-, 
tants. The earthquake fhook it to and 
fro^ and they fay, with inconceivable 
violence. Yet that violence proved vain, 
and I do not won<ier at it. The demo- 
lition of the heritaitage cannot be efffedted 
but by the fall of the mountain. 

What adds to the Angularity of thiis 
natural edifice is, that every part in it is 
covered with cork ; the walls, floors, and 
alj. And this is the rcafon why the Eng- 
lifh failors call it the Cork^Convent. Thzt 
cork prevents the bad efFcfts of the 
dampnefs which would otherwife be very 
ibcenvenieiit, as many parts of its walls 
arc coveir'd with a thin mofs, and die 
water diftils through the pores of the 
tack in very fmatt drops.

It would not otherwife be in thepQWfr 
of this little comnaunity to furniih thfir 
numerous vifitors with loetft and dr^f^^ 
and enteitain beiides a good numbecidf 
poor people who vifit the placet p«rd(^ 
out of devotion and partly to g^iA 
meal. They admit ladies to vifit t|)u^^hol- 
mttage when they are in company V^ith 
gentlemen ; otherwife not : and a& tp

About an hour after dinner we jt/opjc 
our leave and went back 'to our afifes wiv> 
bad leifurely cropped the thirties, ab<^» 
while our guide and the Ne^ro.^^i)^ 
merrily upon herrings^ cheefe, and fruit, 

con- 
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conve/d to them with a fufficicnt quan- 
tity of bread and wine by one of the fa- 
ther$. 

And now I may truly fay that I have 
feen the ftrangeft folitude that ever was 
inhabited by men, amidft the moft plea-- 
fing ademblage of craggs, rocks, trees, 
and bufhes that can poffibly be fancied ; 
the whole commanding a moft wide and 
amazing profpedi, , as from thence you 
djifcover a vafl: traft of the ocean with 
many of the caftles and habitations at the 
moujth of the Tagus, the tops of the 
Royal Convent of Mafra, fcveral vil- 
lages and hamlets, with many fingle 
cottages fcatter'd over a. long chain, of 
uneven mountains, fome of which are- 
perfedly rocky and barren ; fome fhaded 
with oaks, fir-trees, and cork-trees ; and 
fome cover'd with vines, olive-trees, and 
lemon or orange-groves, befides num- 
berlcfs other plants of every, kind and 
generation.

Mafra is (o inconfiderable a village/ 
that the name of it v^^ould not bq found 
iv\ a map of Portug(ih wer^ it not for a 
vaft pile which King John V^ Father to 
his prefent Mjijefty, caufed to be ereiied 
within a mufkct ihqt of it. 

Th^it pile, which is perfeftly qu^dran- 
gul^ari confifts of a church, two royal a-» 
Dartments, and a convent. ,The church 
and apartments take up one half of \t^ 
aiid the convent the other half. 

The church is placed in the middle of 
the chief front towards the village, and 
is fpac^oqs enough to contain more than

a thoufand people^ exclufive of the ^hoir : 
but is ib very dark^ that you cannot 
fee at one glance all the fine things in it ; 
which is to be regretted, as neither gold, 
npr lilver, bronze, precious marbles, nor 
even the deareft jcwek, have been (pared 
to render it an object of aftohifhiheiit* 
' , There are feyeral altars in it, each as 
rich as art and n^oney could make^^it^ 
^ The chief one has a ftatujp, of mafly filver^ 
with feveral large candleilicks, anil 
4> many other rich ornaments, that it 
cod (they fjiy) half a million of jtraft-' 
does (^), fn4 I am inclined to credit the

TKen follow the 
tfieological and devotional books, which 
are far from being few. This to me is a 
pfoof that the Portuguefe are pious and 
ikilful in divinity. But what abbunds 
there without meafure, are the lives of 
Saints, ^ male and female, foreign ' and 
ddmcftic. They fay that St. Anthony 
alone has above a hundred Volumes on 
tbbfe (helves, each telling liis atchicve- 
ments in a different manner/ No Alex- 
ander, no Auguftus, no King of PriiiSa 
ever was honoured with To much bio'-" 
graphy as good St. Anthony. 

According

IfHit lefler library is much more valuable 
dian the greater^ Arid in one fefped he 
is certainly right. The books in the 
greater may be procured for love or mo-* 
nty ; but not thofe in the lefTcr, becaufe 
Portuguefc books are become very fcarce 
ever (ince the earthquake. The fire that, 
followed it/ has deflroyed many public 
and private libraries in this metrppolisr 
and a Portuguefe book of any note is now 
' become as dear as a ruby4 

However the lofs of Portuguefe lcarn« 
ing will fcarccly be felt out of Portugal^ 
as it never was in fashion any wherci and 
will fcarccly ever be* Few are the wri- 
ters of this country who ever had a name 
abroad. OJfirh the Latin hiftorian is cer<* 
fainly a name much confidered- in the 
literary worlds and that of CarHaenif the 
Portuguefe Epic^ has travelled beyond 
Altentejo «nd Efinmaiura. Yet the workt 
of thefe two are more commended than 
read. Our Italian friars extol one of

Father Bluteau^ a French Jcfuit, 
compiled it. It is printed in eight or 
nine large quarto volumes. 1 wanted to 
huy it, but fo many volumes are too cum* 
berfome for a traveller \ befidcs that the 
earthquake has put the price of it almoft 
out of the reach of my purfc. 

I fkimm'd over fe veral other Portugueic 
books in the fpace of four hours that I 
pafled in that library* In a medical one I 
read .of a remedy for fore eyes, which 
feems no lefs excellent than iing;ular. 
'%he per/on thus aJfiiSied^ fays the PortU- 
guefe phyfician, muji neither read nor lo^ , 
on any white wall. .

Librarian was in raptures to fee me fo 
inquidtive about the learning of his CQua- 
try j bat if I am allowed to drajv infe^ 
jrence^ from the little I pick'd up there, 
the moft, famed Portuguefe writers arc at 
bcft but equal to o\xr jicliillim^s ^nd 
■ Ciampolts in yerfe, and to. our (?/W^/^?r/*\f 
'and Tejhurds in profe, whofe diilorted 

way 
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way of thinking and turgidnefs of expref- 
fion have procured the appellation of 5^- 
cplo cattivo to the laft century, whenever 
we confider it in a literary light. Our 
tumid Calloandro^ s^ Eromena^s, Dianea's^ 
Coralhosy and other books of that kind, 
fcem tranflations from the Portuguefe, 
However, I wifh again I had leifure to 
look for a few months into the learning 
of this country. 

The large library at Mafra \ had no 
time to examine. Yet I have fcen ertougji 
of it to know that it is a very good one. 
Befides the beft books' in the learned Ian* 
guages, I am told that it contains fome 
valuable manufcripts, particularly in He* 
brew and in Arabic ; and as I have ittn 
feveral of the friars ftudying there, it is 
moft probable that fdme of them are 
learned. But a traveller had heed to ftay 
a corifiderable time in fuch places, in ordfer 
to come away with juft ideaiof the peo- 
ple, and this unluckily was not in my 
power at Mafra.

The royal convent at Mafra has net 
fufFer'd much by the earthquake; The 
friars made me obfcrve, that the little, 
round members over the plinths of tl»- 
two great columns on each fide the gate i 
of the church, were crack'd and partly, 
broken off. But that was almoft all the. 

damage 
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damage th« building haes unddrgdner 
though the trepidation of the ground 
waB^fo great, thatfome of the friars were 
thrown upon their faces as they weto 
kneeling in the choir, and many people 
in 'the church ftumbled agaihft each 
other. Had the building inclined but 
an inch or two more, it would probably 
h^vc ^one down all at once and cru(h'd 
thitai all in that inflant. 

I take now my leave of C/Wr^, of th# 
beautiful fpot it ftands upon, of the re- 
maining halls of the Moorijh palace, and 
of the high hills in that neighbourhood 
where many Englifli and many.Portu- 
guefe have pretty country-houfes, I am 
told that not far from thence there is a 
fpot of ground albout a league in length 
and a mile broad, all planted with oran- 
ges and lemonSj whofe flowers in due 
feafon perfume- a vaft traft of country: 
They call it the valley oi Collar es^ and 
compare it to the gsfrden of JS//^;/, In all 
prbbability, ;had 1 gone to fee it, I

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fhould have compared it to tie territory 
of San Remo on the Ligurian coaft. 

As I came from Cintra towards Lif* 
bon I faw fomc other parts of that Aque« 
du(3t that goes over the valley of Alcdn-- 
tara.

ing to the Portuguefe mobility and gcnfcry* 
Yet in gcJKiral the country which I have

MY enquiries here have not merely 
been limited to cuftoms and man- 
Bers, to palaces and convents^. I have 
4one my utmoft to coUeia genuine in» 

formation 
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Ibrmation abcut the feVeral trarifadlions 
which have lately turned the eyes of all 
£urope to this country^ and you would - 
admi« tny^ induftry if I were to apprife 
you of all my endeavours to find the true 
motive of the Duke D'Aveiro's crime, 
dxe expulfion of the Jefoits, the banifli* 
meot.of the King's natural brothers, the . 
junpreccdented harfli treatment to Cardi- 
Bai Acciajdi^ awd the exaltation <^i Don 
Baftin Jofeph de Carvdho to the very 
fummit of power. 

Thefe fubjeds are certainly worth in- 
quiry^ efpecially as care has been taken 
^ throw a veil over th^n, which will 
^bftrudk future hiftorians. But my dili- 
^gencc'^f feafch has not been much re- 
warded. This government has forbiddea 
every body to make thefe, and other cur- 
rent^matters, the topics of their conver- 
fation : the prohibition fubjedts the tranf- 
grefTors to fuch fevere penalties, and 
fo many have already been thrown into 
Jail vpoh this account, that the poor fouls

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are quite frighted at the met*e iiientibn 
of fomV naoies : ' nor is it eafy to bHng 
any native 'to' difclofc hiwS opinion abbtrt 
any thing that looks political, though 
forwardnels to decide and love of talking 
are two of the chief ingredients in the 
character of the Portiiguefe. . As for the 
few particularities which I have been 
able to gle^n from foreigners, they are fo 
full of uncertainty, contradiction, and 
evident partiality, that inftead of mak- 
ing them any part of my letters, it will 
be better to fave them for oral entertain- 
ment. 

But I cannot quit this country with- 
out faying a few words more of the Je- 
fuits. From a brother who writes froqi 
Portugal, you have a kind of right to 
expedl his opinion of them, as well as 
, of the proceedings of this government 
againft them, 

. As you are well acquainted with my 
way of thinking on feveral particulars, 
yon will pqffibly imagine that I approve 
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pf ^hpfe proceeciings, and that I confidcr 
thcfe pretended Companions of jj^us as a 
gang of traitors always ready to ftab 
Sover4:igns and overthrow kingdoms, as 
they are confidered by numbcrlefs people 
throughout Europe, But, whatever be 
the opinion of others, I never could do 
them fo much honour as to think thenx 
ppfleffed of that fteadinefs of foul which 
is required to venture upon fuch great 
and bold adts of wickednefs. I hs^ve often 
watched them as an Order, and have 
likewife been intimately acquainted with 
a good number of their individuals ; but • 
have always found them (as well as all 
qther Friars) fo poorly pufillanimous, as 
to be thoroughly perfuaded that a man 
of common courage might drive a dozen 
of them to the end of the world with a 
cudgel. Their conflant vvay of life, as 
it keeps them at a great diftance from

That each Jcfuit fe 
a downright villain, always ready at the 
nod of his general, his provincial, his rec- 
tor, or his prefe<ft, to turn traitor, to turn 
confpirator, to turn King-killer, is dn 
affertion that may be credited by enrthu- 
fiails; and by thofe who hate withoAt 
knowing why, whofe number is larger than 
vulgar obferverS'tire aware of 1 but nevw 
will be credited by men of foBer think- 
ing, by men acquainted vfith the varieties 
of our ten>pers and indination, by men 
who have remarked how perfcftly im- 
poffible It is to bring a vad number of 
individuals to think and a<ft as one man.

When the fury df ike earthquake fiib- 
fided^ and the univerfal diflradtion was iif 
fome me^fure appeafed^ the inhabitants 
of LiJBm haftened to raife all about the 
neighbouring hills fuch temporary walls 
and roofs* asMrould immediately fcreeil 
them from the feverc weather that foe- 
ceeded the immenfe calamity^ and have 
progreflively built fevefal fmall villages

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In Gfoffing thofe parts of the towfl 
whioh have nijt been demoliflied, it waa 
impoffihle not to take notice of the nafti* 
nelsof theJlrejetSi The aboniinabie ftink, 
and the vaft heaps that caufe. it, render 
mtny of thofe ilreets impaffable. I am 
told that there are rigid laws agaihft thq 
infamous praftice of throwing any filthy 
down the windows : but what are laws 
when there is no power to enforce their 
execution ? .

No (hip comes 
from thofe regions without bringing fomc 
of cither fex ; and, when they are hcrci 
they- afe^^ allowed to marry not only among 
themfelves, but alfo with thofe of a difFe-r 
rent colour.

Then the meflices white join with 

ifhe mejiices Hack, or with true blacks, 

true white^ or mulattos 5 and all branch 

out into fo many and various kinds,. Uiat 

it becomes very dij9icult, if not impoffibie,

To dl thefe mongrel mixtures you may 
fA^ tjbe Jewiih. Portugal ahounds with 
Jews who perfooate ChrifUans, and often 
intermawy berth with the white and the 
other generations. You will eafilyv cora- 
prohend .that this cannot much contri* 
bujtc towards the farther improvement of 
-thofe .gcncialogiea which make fo good a 
figure j0n the flielv-es of the library at 

Thisfe ftrange.conjijinations have filled 
this :tO'W» iwith fuch a variety of odd fa- 
ces, a5 to" make the.tfayeller doubt whe- 
ther .Jijf^^?^ is in Europe ; and it may be 
forefeent Aat in a few centuries not a drop 
qf jpwre Partuguefe blood will be bft

T 2 any 
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any is found out» you know how jbie Is 
treated. Tell an inquifitor that you area 
Jew becauje it has pleafed God to <nake 
you a Jew, and that you do not think 
yourfclf entitled to undo what God has 
done, the good Father will throw you in- 
to the fire as fure as if you were a chip. 

But as one evil breeds another, the in- 
ceffant diligence of the inquifition to de- 
ted: the Jews, makes them redouble their 
arts of concealment, and (what completes 
the bleffing) multiplies fuperftitibo and 
encreafes hypocrify. Hence it happens 
that numbers of both fcxes, and of all 
ages and conditions, go about with long 
rofaries between their thumb and fingers, 
muttering paters and aves^ that they may 
be deemed Chriftians if they are Jews, 
or not be miftaken for Jews if they are 
Chriftians. 

How the Jews can bear to live amidft 
inceffant danger^ is bitterly inconceiyable. 
There is a ftubborn perverfnefs in , their 
defying the law of Portugal that almoft 

juftifies 
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juftifics the inquifitorlal rage. Would you 
not fly into a paflion and roll down-ftairs 
the impudent fellow who was refolved to 
ftay in your own houfe in fpite of your 
teeth ? 

In my long walk of yefterda,y and to- 
day, I have entered a good number of 
artifts* fhops, and found to my no fmall 
furprife that they belong moftly to ftran- 
gers. One would be apt to fufped: that 
the induftry of this nation is not great ; 
and the fufpicion will encreafe, when you 
are told that linen, woollen-cloth, filk- 
iluffs, and almoft all other prodgdtions 
of the loom, are by the Portuguefe im- 
ported from abroad, though they have at 
home many of the materials. This is 
alfo the cafe with regard to all forts of 
fteel, copper, and brafs-work, except 
v^hat is ufed in mean houfes ; that is, 
vsrhat does not require much perfeftion of 
ivorkmanfhip. Would you believe that 
even their flhocs they procure froni Eng-- 
land and from France ?. I am told that the 
T3 few 
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ttv^ ^ho will hafve fhoes made on purpofc 
for tbeir own feet, mqfl apply to the few 
foreign Shoemakers fcattered about this 
' f own, and fubmit tq pay esborbitant 
prices, Even/taylors are foreigners for 
th6 ^reateft part } at leaft thofe who are 
inoft in vogue; and als to French barbers 
and hair-dreflers, they fwarna here as wcD 
as in England* Statuaries, archfte3$i ^nd 
fftgf avers they never had of any nibte. As 
to painters they can boaft bilt of one, 
j^onz9 Sunchez 'Caeilo^ a difcipie of curl 
great Raphael^ and a favdUrite of Philip 
JI, who ufed to call him Titian the fe- 
cond. He was employed by that King in 
the Ejc^rial^ which he contributed to 
a^lorn. Jlis name is more known to the 
Italians than to the Portuguefe* 

1 will not omit to fay that I wanted i 
plan pf this town to help myfelf in my 
cxcurfipils 5 but was aflurai that fuch a 
|thing had never been thought on, though 
poftfidering its extent and the great refort 
pf ftrangers, one would thinic th&t manj 

by 
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by the probability of profit might be 
icmpted to make it. 

To range about fuch a wide fcefte of 
curiofity as this metropolis and its neigh- 
bourhood, gives certainly much fatisfac- 
tion to an inquifitivc p^ir of eyes. But if 
my eyes are pleafed, my ears pay for it 
l^ a torment peculiar to the country, 
which I have fuffered every day fince my 
arrival, holidays excepted. 

This torment is caufed by the crcak- 
ing-of the cart-wheels. I queftion whe- 
ther the ftink of the dirtieft ftreets is not ' 
more fupportable to the noftrils than that 
ftirillnefs to the ears. The cart-wheels 
here are made out of two boards nailed 
together, aod clumfily cut in a circular 
form. Yet the painful noife they make 
might be obviated, would carmen but 
grcafe their axles : but they fay that the 
devil would then do mifchief to their 
oxen, and that noife frightens him away. 
Did you ever hear a better reafon for fpar- 
ing greafe ? Saavedr a in his DoH^ixote^ 
T 4 ' takes 
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takes notice of his,counti*ymen*s opinion 
about the noife of cart-wheels, " de Quyo 
'' chirrio afpero y continuado fe dize (he 
♦♦ huyen h^ lobos y los ojosy' by whofe grat^ 
ing and inc^ff'ant Jhrilln^ft they fay that 
nxfohoes and bears are put to flight. If this 
Spanifli notion is not warranted by expe- 
rience, probability will render it excufa-^ 
ble : but the Portuguefe have ftill higher 
cxpedtations from the noife of ^ cart-' 
wheel, 

Thefe and many other obfervations have- 
as yet given me no great i(Jea of the com- 
jjion fenfe of this nation s apd as I have 
brought HP recommerfdatory letters tQ 
introduce me to the higher gUfs, where 
I might find fpmethiqg to make nxe 
jimends for the little pleafure I have ia 
observing the lower, I have rqfolved tp 
fts^y no longer here j and I hope that not 
more than one of rx\y letter? wijl be date4 
from this metrppojis,

LETTER XXXII. 

An important dialogue. Parade of Know-- 
ledge.

I Quit Lifbdn to-morrow. My paff-^ 
ports are difpatched, and I have juft 
iigned the bargain with the CaleJJeiros who 
are to carry me to Madrid in fifteen days.

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' And with this line Dialogue ends^ a 
Portogoofc book ^printed in 1750, inti- 
tied Jnfiru^ao de Principiantes^ &c- that 
is^ ^^ An InJlruBion to Beginners^ and a 
*^ new Method by which the Jirfi Letters 
** are to be learned^ for the TJfe of Schools/^ 
&c. 

This book was compofed by the prq- 
fcffors of the royal fchool which ^ocs by 
the name of As Efcolas de Noffa Senhora 
das Necejjtdades y that is. The Schools of our 
Lady of the NeceJ/ities 1 to which fchools 
(or fchool) the Portuguefe parents who 
intend to give a liberal education to their 
children, muft fend them, as' no other 
fchool is here permitted either public or 
private* 

Soon after my arrival I inquired whe- 
ther in Lijbon there was an univerfity ; 
and was jniformed that thefe fchools were 
here in the ftead of an univerfity. Being 
defirous to form fbme acquaintance with 
the profelTors there, I fent (directed for 

the 
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the heads of the fchools) a large- flieet 
of a:ncient Greek charadlers, collcfted 
and methodically difpofed by a vcrylcarn- 
cd Englifliman called Morton^ and pub- 
liflicd in London not long before my dc- 
.partute.. 

The fhect was accompanied with as 
civil a letter as I could poffibly jJut toge- 
ther; and it proved an agreeable pffe- 
fcnt> if I am to believe two of thofe pro* 
feifors who came to me three days after, 
to return me thanks in their own and 
their coUegue's name. 

You may well think that I received, 
themi with very fubmiflive civility, and 
. my refpeft prevailed upon them to (lay* 
dinner with me. During a good part of 
the afternoon they prattled with a volu- 
bjiiity, which (as far as I have obfcrved) 
is cbarafleriftical to the Portuguefe. It 
was pretty vifible that they both wanted. 
to impofe themfelves upon me for mighty 
learned men, and to make me conceive, 
a great opinion of their fchools, of their

Theftyk of thefo fii^ 
plain, becaufe no art could make it odier- 
wife; but as for that of the hiAopy 
(or abridgment) there arc few things^ 
more thickly fown with over-^ftrained 
thoughts and puerile conceits 

By the title 1 had miftaken it for a 
new^-year*s-gift to a phild ; yet I fee by* 
the preface, that they put. it *into the' 
hands of thofe young meni who^ from- 
the fchool of humanity are advanced to 
that <>f rhetorick. How it can contri- 
bute to make young men rhetoricians^ 
is beyond my comprehenfion ; and if 
you review my faithful tranflation of the 
dialogue, you Will agree with me, that 
fuch trifles ought to have been taught in 
the nurfery, and not in a royal fchool of 
rfietorick. K^lly^ boys,, who. are pupils 
to the younger of my viiitors, have, told

In this country, hpwcver, it was itot 
very judicious to fubflitute the Philip* 
pines tq the Jefuits, if the P|iiHppines 
are for ignorance like thofe of Italy, as I 
am perfuaded'tbey are.

My table at Kelly's, which was far frotxk^ 
being a fumptuous one, coft me above a 
guinea a day* But I- know nothing 'as 
to the manner of living of the great in 
Liibon, bccaufc I have fecn none. By 
what I have feen of the inferior clafTes/ 
they feem to Kke a good houfe, if they 
have one that is good : but if they have 
it not^ a Baracca will do quite as well. 
As to houfhold furniture they have no 
refined ideas, A hard matrafs in a cor- 
ner, or a mat, or their own cloaths, 
wHl ftand them in ftcad of as good bed» 
as . down can *nake ; for which reafofl 
they look generally dirty. Almoft any 
thing \vith them will fupply- the place of 
vidualls; and water is excellent to quench 
the thirft, efpecially fuch good water as 
they have here. 

Thus live the Portuguefe, without 
thinking much of to-^morrow 3 that 
plaguy tt^n^orrcm^ which, along with 

liberty^ 
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Ubefty^ is always uppermoft in the head 
of an Englifhman. In general they arc 
healthy and full of fpirits, and live long, 
if we may judge by the great number pf 
old people that one fees in their metropo- 
lis. Whether the proportion of happi- 
nefs is greater in Portugal than in Eng- 
land, or the contrary, I have no means of 
calculating; but the Portuguefe do not 
look as if they were difturbed by defire of 
change, or fear of want. 

The ruin of their capital was a misfor- 
tune eternally to be commifcratcd. Speak- 
ing of it, the Portuguefe would fay : ^em 
fido ha vijio Li/hoa^ nao ha vijio cofa boa ; 
** he who has nop feen Li/boripshasfeen no-^ 
thing that is good.'' Of fuch partial fayings 
^Imoft every nation has one, if not more^ 
^ien no havi/io Sevilla^ no ha viJio mara^^ 
villa^ *' He who has not feen Seville has not 
^^ feen a wonder.*' ^i n* a point vu Vef'^ 
faille^ n* a vu rien qui vaille. " He who hm 
'* not feen Verfailles has feen nothing morth 
^^ fteing.'' I could give you many more
